PART I - THE DEVELOPMENT OF GRUPFE VI C 1939-45

A, The Situation at the OQutbreak of VWar,

1. The Geoneral Position of Amt VI

Ooveorriding any patticular considerations which aftected
thc coursa of Amt VI activity in the diffcerent territorics under voev-
iow waz the general position of the Amt on its creation in 1939, It
haa boen pointed out in the Ligquidation Report on Gruppe VI T thnt
only in the caze of that Gruppe wos there any previous activity on
the part of the old SD-Hauptamt which lent itself to immediate devel-
opment in the creation of the new Amt, It must over be borne in mind
that the Auslandanachrichtendicnst was a new venture on the part of
the 8D, and prior to the outbreak of war no groundwork had been estd-
lished in any theatre in Burope or outside it, apart from Tastern and
especially South~Fostern Burope. The Amt bogan its work thercfore
under enormdus initial disadvantages, which were in-no way alleviated
by the attitule of the Abwehr and the Forecign Office, nor by the weak-~
ness of the first Amtschef, JOST. An added compliocation was the
shortage of personnel with tne necessary background and knowledge of
foreign countries - a factur of .apecial importance in dealing with
Gruppe VI C in so far as it dealt with countries such as Japan, China,
the Dutch East Indleg, Turkey, Syria, otc., In approaching the
quostion of Amt VI oporations.in such territory therefore, one must

- not lock for any preparcd plan at the .outbreak of war; - such pluns
simply did not exist. The German prin01plo of concontrating on one
point at a time applicd equally well in its intolligence as in its
military operations, The Schwerpunkt in the first years of the war
was remote from the Par and Middle East, .and it was not until tho
summer of 1941 that Gruppe VI O bocare 1mportnnt as a result of the
Russian canmaign Characteristicnlly cnough the main effort of tho

- Gruppe was concentrated then on "Unternehmen Zeppelin®", Whon that
offort falled it was too late to exploit other torritory such as Persia
and Turkey .$o remedy the deflclency.

2, . The Creation .of Gruppe VI C in 1939,

Polizei Praesident in Blomberg and was shot by the Germans in February

and thereafter the Reforenten acted independently and more positively
..+ by attempting %o cstablish their own contacts with suitable personal-
. ities in commércial, industrial, and scientific circles, It necd
hardly be said of course that operations of this type did not produce
much intolligence of any value, o : : :

L. ° Roferat VI C 2 and the Baltic States.

T Little is known of the work of Referat VI C 2; it is
to be presumed \wwever that' this-Referat. based its work on the former
. activity of. thg\Blocks*clle Tilsit which had boen created in 1938,
when, tho first attempts nt an Auslandsnachrichtendiepst were made.
The Blockstslle had.been under the command of Stubafy (‘;@E}‘E who was
to bdcome Gruppenloitor VI'C by 1941 and the most impérfant figuro
. .- in the history of the Gruppe, It is to be noted howover that JOST
''did not appoint any Hnuptbeauftragter to the Baltic States, again no

doubt owing to the inClucnec of Russia, whose interost in that
gphero had become most dircet af'ter the Polish canpaign and the
resulting partition in Bastern Burope., The exception was the
posting of Hastuf SCHOENBILCK to Finland, later to be roplaced by
Stubaf BROHS, TFinland hawever eventually passed to Gruppe VI D a=
a Scandinavian country, and the activitics of RROHS thove are denlt
with in the Liquidation Report on that Gruppe.-

5. Refcrat VI C 3 and the Far Eaéf.

Japan, as one of the Tripartite Powers, was in a position
similar to that of Italy, where tho Fuchuversbefehl prevented any open
fmt VI activity until the Italian collapse. 'Espionage activities against
Japan were therofore not officially encouraged, but even apart from that
myjor consideration the position of Amt VI as .far as the Far Eost was
concerned was one where the normal diffiiculties facing the other Laen-
dergruppen were greatly accentuated, The SD had no previous activity
or even intecrest in' that sphere which Amt VI could develop, whilec the
personnel problem itself was insuperable, If it was difficult for the
much more immediately important Gruppe VI D (VI G at the time under
review) to find officers with sufficient background knowledge of the
U,K. and the U.S,\, to set about -its task with any competence, Gruppe
" VI C had little chance of improving on that statc of affairs, Indeed
it was not until the manjor rcorganisation of the Gruppe in the sunmer
of 1944 that any specialists in the Far Bast were introduced into the
. Gruppe., Thoe linison betwoen the two Allies was at the best an official
one, and the ratial and ethnological differcences between them was such
as to create a lack of intcrost except in the military sphere. In any
‘case the FPar 1ast ‘'was too remote from Germany for any special cffort to
: .be directed in that dircction, Information on the Far Enst, including
-~ China. and the Dutch East Indies, was obtained through official channels
‘fran the Japanese; no Amt VI representatives were sent to that
theatre, the only RSH4 representation being through the appéintment in
4942 of the Polizei Attache, MEISINGER, a Bavarian friend of MUELLER,
and quite incompetonc from the intelligence point of view, It is
significant that at this carly stage, the Referont for the Far East
was a mere Unterscharfuchrer,

6. Changes before the Summer of 1944,

Beforo the major change in the Gruppe took place with
the start of the Russian campaign in June 1941, thore were seversl
changes of a minor character, with however only slight significance, '
VIET INGHCFF-SCHEEL had boen rcplacod by Ostubaf‘XVOLU{BD\T as Gruppen-
leiter, VOLLHEIM later to be involved in tho.alleged financial scandal
round JOST, which was to be used for an excuse for the latter's
“‘removal from Amt VI Ly the summer of the year, The Far-Eastern
" Roferat had been strengthened by the appointmont .of Gstuf’ WEIRAUCH
" as Roferent, Apart from theso changes, the general character of the
- Gruppo remainod unchanged, though the p’[’bp’lrﬂtlorla for tho Ruasian

B, Develqpmcnt*& after the buﬁlm’lln[’ ‘of the Russian Campalgp

1. Roorgamsmtlm of the Gruppe'

The turning point in the h:.story of Gruppe VI C came
in the sumner of 1941 as a result of several indepondent factors,
'Th¥re was of ‘course the Russian campaign which resulted in a concen-
tration of effort against that country, and which led to the crontion
. of Unternehmen ZEPPELIN, the most intense and coordinated offort
undertaken by any Laendergruppe of Amt VI, The Gruppe for that reason




alone bacame the most important in the imt, and the dom oo of
coordinntion of work Letwoon jmt VI and {,hu armios in the {fiold

. reached a lovel which was not parallclled in any other theatro of
war, Tho Unternchmen Zeppoelin, which is dealt with in Part 1I,

had certain novel featurcs not mot with elscwhere in the Amt. Almost
simultancous with the beginning of tho campaign was the virtual
accession of SCHELLENBLRG as Amtschef with the resultant clearing
out of JOST's 0ld Brigade, which in Gruppo VI ¢ involved the dismissal
of VOLLHEIM and tho appointmont of GRARFE, A further important
feature was the assimilation of Turkey and the Near East from Gruppe
VI D and Gruppe VI E, whilc with the rapid occupation of the Baltic
States, that territory passed over to the .contrel of Amt IIT, theush
the Gruppo still rctained intcerest, . . '

2, .. Tho Influonce of GRARFE,

Thc g.ffcct of Uo,BE‘B's appo:.ntmgnt a.s G1 uppenlc:.tcr vas
grcatcr than that ‘of SCHELLENBERG as Amtschef, GRALFED had been Leiter .

His interost ‘however was in the, East, and with his _appointment as
Gruppenleiter VI C that intcrest was granted full scope,  GRAEFE vwas
a man of . COI’ISldOI"lblO abJ.l:Lty and cntcrprise and it was chiefly due.
to his dlrgctlon that the Gruppc. dovolopud con31dorably in the course
of the followlng, year, especially in the Unternehmen Zeppelin, His
main effort was directed against Russia,.and to a lesser oxtent in the
Near East as a base for further. activity against that country. His
pet plan was the oreatlon of a decentralised German control in the
Ukraine,. an enterprise which met with little suppoirt.-in the Foreign = .

b, The Near East Prior to Gruppe VI G Control,

(a) The General position at the outbreak of war:- .

No special importance had been attached to the
Near and Middlc East as a theatre of cspionage activity by Amt VI in
the early. days of. the war, -in spitc of the obvious advantages offered
by Turkey as a neutral country from which special efforts could bo
directed againat the fertile field that the Arab speaking countrics
offered for espionage and subversion, There was no subtle reason
for this lack of interest, and it is not neceasary to go any further
than tho general wcaknuss and -inefficiency of the .mt as a wholo to
approciate the situation., There was no well defined /jmt VI policy
rogarding the Near East and the difficultics of personnel, training,
and. background must always be borne in mind. It was not until the
summor of 1940 that the imt mado its first offorts at penetration
in tho Near and Middle East, and theso offorts boro all.the hall-
marks of JOST's haphazard and nommally futileo mothods, though cuviensly

Iran where much depended on the attempts to take advantage of the situation
offered to the Amt by MAYR and SCIULZE, There one immediate danger {rom
the Allie@ point of view had been removed by the capture of some of MAYR's
documents by the sccurity authoritics, which documents had had the inestimable
value of allowing the Allied authoritics to know the enemy with whom they had
to contend. Nevertheless the situation was still dangerous, and was in the
evont rendored less dangerous by the incorreet interpretation off the situation
on the part of both Gruppe VI C and the Abwehr, The cooperation that had
oxisted between the SD and the Abwehr in Persia had forced a corresponding
degroc of cooperation on the part of the same authorities in Berlin, and
the opcrations carricd out to expléit the situation were joint efforts,
In this casc however union was tfar from being strength, as the traditional
rivalry could not bec overcome, In addition, the situation lent itself to
political exploitation, a fact which MAYR did not fail to stress, but which
was not apprecioted, To Amt VI, Iran was a supply line to Russ la and that

The offorts of st VI in this direction were a railure in the
ossential points, as no working arrangement was ever agreed to; -the Turkish
attitudo was of course conditioncd by the developments on the fighting fronts,
her early policy being to maintain a balanco betweon Germeny and Britain wlthout
camitting horself to eitheér side, but aftoer the Russian successcs from 1943
. omrards, her concern was to nct as inturmediary between the two powers with a
view to strongthening her position against Ruscia, In the circumstoances, thore-
fore, it was necver Turkey's policy to compromise her intelligenco service with

Germany, whileo at the samo time making ynofficial contacts for iLimedinte benefit
to herself, - ' :
